WARRANT TO HAVE ARTICLE 
FOR ADDITION TO HIGH 
SCHOOL 


The Warrant for the Annual 
Town Meeting, which is to be 
posted throughout the town on Sat- 
urday, will contain an article calling 
for the appointment of a committee 
to investigate and report on an add- 
ition to the High School, estimated 
to cost about $900,000. 

The sum of $900,000 has been es- 
timated by Clifford Good, Super- 
intendent of Schools. Mr. Good 
in making the estimate had had 
to go by what he termed a “guesti- 
mate”. The proposed addition would 
encompass the second and third 
sections, griginally planned for the 
High School, with modifications. 
It would include the gymnasium, 
as well as class rooms. 

The article will read “To see if 
the Town will vote to transfer from 
any available funds appropriate a 
sum of money for the expenses of 
an investigation committee, to in- 
vestigate and report at a subsequent 
town meeting, but not later than the 
next annual meeting, upon the sub- 
ject of additional school accomoda- 
ions, and to detetrmine the number 
of, such committee and how the 
same shall be appointed, or do any- 
thing in relation thereto. 

Charles Black, Selectman, broach- 
ed the subject at the Selectman's 
meeting. Mr. Black was very much 
worried, because of the long time 
that it had taken the town to build, 
in the case of the first part of the 
new High School, and of the Wild-| 
wood School. He estimated that un- 
less the town took action at tne 
next meeting, it would mean that the 
town would have to go on double 
sessions before the new High School 
addition were completed. Even if 
action were taken in March, said 


Black, it would mean 1955 before 
we could get the addition. 

Black pointed out the alarming 
figures, on increase of pupils. He 
stated that he had: felt, last year, 
that the town should have voted 
for an addition to the High School, 
at the same time that it voted for 
the Wildwood Schoo!. Now he was 
sure of it, he stated. : 

‘The other Selectmen agreed with 
Black, and the School Committee 
was consulted. They agree to the 
necessity, having talked about the 
subject themselves, and approved of 
the article. It will be submitted 
jointly by both boards.

GENERAL. LAWS CHAPTER 80 


Section 1. Assessment of Cost of Public Improvements.—

BOARD OF HEALTH TO 
CHANGE DATE OF PIGGERY 
LICENSES 


The Board of Health, in a meet- 
ing last Thursday, decided to change 
the effective date of piggery licenses 
from Jan. Ist to July Ist. Garbage 
transportation licenses will likewise 
be changed to the same date. Such 
changes will be made without cost, 
this year, to holders of licenses at 
the present time, who have been ab- 
iding by the laws and regulations. 

The purpose, according to the 
Board of Health, is to provide that 
ispection of the piggery takes place 
during the worst month of the year, 
from a’ sanitation viewpoint, rather 
than the best month.
